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Changes in the Tables 


General Level of Employment 
Non-Agricultural Employment 


Israel. 


Two new series of indices, one relating to the general level of employment, 
the other relating to the level of non-agricultural employment, have been 
introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 


Definition and coverage. Persons aged 14 years or over, including persons 
temporarily absent from work due to sickness, holidays, army reserve 
duty, etc., and members of co-operative societies and kibbutzim. 

The “ Non-agricultural ” series covers only wage earners and salaried 
employees aged 14 years or over. 


Source of data. Labour force sample surveys. 


Computation. Since 1958 quarterly surveys have been conducted during 
one week in February, May, August and November of each year. About 
1 per cent. of the population (excluding Bedouins, tourists and persons 
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with temporary residence) is covered during the survey week. The families 
surveyed are selected from three different sources in order to represent the 
population of the whole country. The first sample is drawn from the 
electoral register ; the second is an area sampl* drawn to represent families 
whose present addresses differ from those re’... .ed in the electoral register 
and families which are not mentioned in -'+ register at all ; the third 
sample is drawn to represent the kibbutzim, mos:.avim and maabarot families. 
Of all the persons covered by the survey, one-third have never been 
interviewed before, one-third were interviewed during the previous survey 
and one-third had been interviewed during both the previous two surveys. 
In the Supplement these new series are published on the base 1955= 100.

Employment in Manufacturing 
Bulgaria. 
A new series of indices of employment in manufacturing has been intro- 
duced in this issue of the Supplement. 


Definition and coverage. All wage earners and salaried employees belong- 
ing to the socialist sector in all manufacturing enterprises including mining, 
quarrying and electricity. 


Source of data. Reports of establishments. 


Computation. Data are obtained mainly from monthly questionnaires 
returned by all establishments and partly by non-recurrent surveys. The 
annual figures represent simple arithmetical averages of the monthly figures. 

In the Supplement this new series is published on the base 1953=100. 


China (Taiwan). 


A new series of indices of employment in manufacturing has been intro- 
duced in this issue of the Supplement. 


Definition and coverage. Wage earners and salaried employees, including 
casual workers, persons absent from their work due to sickness, holidays, 
military service, etc. 


Source of data. Reports of estabiishments. 


Computation. Data are obtained monthly from all establishments by 
means of questionnaires sent out by post, supplemented by direct interviews. 
In case of non-response from establishments the most recent reported data 
are provisionally used. The list of establishments is currently revised 
according to their official registration. The monthly data relate to the level 
of employment on the iast day of the month under consideration. The 
annual figures represent simple arithmetical averages of the monthly figures. 

In the Supplement this new series is published on the base 1953= 100.
